Bird'* E|* M*pl*. 


What is bird's eye maple? That is a 


question which just now seems to be 
baffling not only people who use furniture 
made of this particular wood, but even 
woodworkers themselves. 
In a recent 


number of a woodworking magazine an 
article was published which stated that 
bird's eye maple was not a peculiar 
maple, but simply ordinary maple cut in 
a certain way. In a recent Issue of the 
New York Sun that statement is refuted. 
It is there stated, on the authority of a 
woodworker, that bird's eye maple and 
curly maple are both cut only from the 
logs of tbe rock maple tree, Acer sacchar- 
in urn, in which a beautiful lustrous grain 
i* produced by the sinuous course of the 
fibers. This tree i* not at all tbe common 
hard maple. It Is a hard maple, but is 
full of little gnazls called-«yes. 
Men 


looking for bird's eye maple logs go 
through the standing timber and pick <out 
the bird'a eye maple trees, paying for 
themirom $30 to $60 a thousand fBet in 
the woods. Ordinary hard maple logs are 
worth only from $6 to $7 a thousand feet. 
It would be impossible to cut a piece of 
veneer with eyes In it from a common 
hard maple log, and"would be equally im- 
possible to out a bird'* eye maple log, no 
matter how yon cut it, so that it would 
not show the eyes.

Pointers to Frait Growers. 


Professor John Craig, of Cornell Uni- 


versity, &ave the following information to 
fruit growers in an address delivered be- 
fore the last meeting of the Maryland 
Fruit UrowerV Association: 


"I do not think there is antyhlng In the 


whole line 
of 
orcharding 
which ap- 


proaches in importance the matter of 
maintaining "the fetility of the orchard 
soil. Ten or twenty years ago this was 
not much thought about Orchards were 
planted, and tbe owners called on the 
climate and good luck generally to bring 
them returns. But that day has passed, 
and with the advent of the spray pump 
and other orchard essentials has also come 
the necessity of some system of soli man- 
agement which shall maintain the fertllj 
ity of tbe land and adequately feed the 
tree. There are several systems of farm 
mangement. 


"Some of our newspapers have been ex- 


patiating on the success of a New York 
orohardist, who practices mnlching In- 
stead of clean cultivation. 
Instead -of 


cultivating the ground he allows the grass 
to grow, cuts it and leaves it on tbe 
ground. It rots there and returns humus 
to the soil. 


"There is another system- which keeps 


the orchard clean throughout tbe season 
by frequent harrowing and much working 
of tbe soil. There are other methods. 
For instance, there is the man who is a 
strong advocate of keeping sheep in the 
orchard. He has a special type of sheep, 
which never take the bark off the trees 
and crop the grass closely and fertilize the 
ground, and he thinks that in this way he 
is able to raise mutton and fruit on tbe 
same ground to the mutual advantage of 
both."

Bordentown Register tolls ns that the 


South Jersey Gas, Electric and Traction 
Company has more than twenty-five miles 
of its twelve-inch wrought iron pipe line 
completed and expect* by July 1 to supply 
Bordentown, Burlington, Beverly, Edge 
water Park and Delanoo with gas from the 
Trenton plant.

THtJ ftKNATOU OUHfR TO B.OOSBVM.T—THE. POR- 


MKRTO SUCCEED HANK* AS CHAIRMAN—WHY 
THE STATCBOOD BILL WAS FOKOBD.

Senator Quay aspires to be the recog- 


nized champion of Theodore Roosevelt in 
the next Republican national convention, 
and if the friends of Quay and Roosevelt 
can accomplish their purpose Senator 
Banna or the man he want* will be un- 
horsed as chairman of the national com- 
mittee, and the Pennsylvania Senator' 
will be his successor and direct the next 
Presidential campaign. This is the pro- 
gramme according to information—im- 
parted by'several prominent politicians in 
this city. 


They assert that Quay wants to do for 


Roosevelt what he did for Harrison—win 
his Presidential victory for him and conse- 
quently be in on the ground floor when 
patronage and favors arc bestowed. To 
this ambition they ascribe Quay's untiring 
effort in pressing for consideration In the 
Senate the bill admitting Oklahoma, New 
Mexico and Arizona to the union of 
States. 


As a bjind Quay's friends have giv en as 


a reason for his earnest espousal of this 
bill and his insistence that it be consid- 
ered, that he desired to place his old 
friend and political assistant, "Bull" 
Andrews, in a position to be the next 
Senator from New Mexico. As Andrews 
spends much of his time in New Mexico, 
has large Interests there and Is strong 
politically, it would not be surprising if 
he should be one of the Senators elected 
when the Territory gets full State rights. 
But that Isn't Quay's reason for advocat- 
ing the admission of the three Territor- 
ies. 
Andrews himself says so. 


ROOSEVELT WANTS DELEGATES.' 
Roosevelt wants the delegates to-the 


Republican national convention. Quay 
wants Roosevelt nominated; therefore, 
for Mr. Roosevelt first and himself second 
he pushea the bill along and succeeded in 
having a date fixed for consideration of 
the measure. Otherwise it would have died 
in committee. 


Under their present organization the 


three Territories have six delegates all 
told in the national convention. Orga- 
nized as States this number would be in 
creased 
to 
twenty—New Mexico, six; 


Oklahoma, eight; Arizona, six. Admitted 
as States, Roosevelt would gain fourteen 
votes, for these States would be, under 
obligations to the President and hje chief 
champion, Quay. The fact that they may 
be Democratic is a secondary considera- 
tion to Roosevelt and Quay. 
What they 


want first is delegates, and the Statehood 
bill makes them friends with the three 
proposed States and any allied interests. 


Hanna and his friends saw through this 


part of the scheme and attempted to 
block it, bat only succeeded In effecting 
a compromise. 
Hanna views with alarm 


Quay's ever-increasing nearness to the 
President. 
Roosevelt and the Senator 


from Ohio have never been close and in 
the conflicting aspirations for the Presi- 
dency their interests continually have 
clashed. 


QUA.Y HANNA'S ENEMY. 


Quay has never forgiven Hanna for the 


part lie took in influencing Senators to 
vote against seating him, the appointee 
of Governor Stone, in that body. He made 
his first alliance with Senator Flatt at tne 
Republican national convention held two 
years ago in Philadeplhia. Here they 
forced Roosevelt on Hanna, against the 
will of the Ohio Senator and also of 
Roosevelt. 
Platt wanted Roosevelt out 


of the way; Quay wanted to force an un- 
welcome candidate on the national com- 
raitteeman. 
They 
accomplished 
their 


ends. 


Bnt the 
assassination 
of McEinley 


changed conditions. Quay, however, was 
quick to see his opportunity, and he is 
now recognized as one of 
Roosevelt's 


staunchest supporters on the floor of the 
Senate. Hanna is antagonistic to both. 
He has been accused of assisting Elkin in 
his fight for the Pennsylvania Governor- 
ship against Quay. 


HANNA GREATLY ANNOYED. 


The rapidly increasing prominence of 


Quay as an administration leader is, 
according to reports, causing him no little 
annoyance. 


If Hanna should push himself forward 


for Presidential honors he will want to 
aeleot his own .successor as national chair- 
man. If lie should decide be cannot win 
the nomination he will want to dictate 
Roosevelt's successor and personally con- 
duct the campaign. This is just what 
Quay is said to be determined shall not 
happen, and it is thought be has Roose- 
velt's assistance in carrying out his plan. 
It is pointed oat that Roosevelt has culti- 
vated Quay's friendship, has had long 
conferences with him at the White House, 
has placed Quay's chief retainers in office 
and has not been especially 
particular

attached to them. He took a hand with 
Quay in his Gubernatorial plans, suggest- 
ing that the Senator name a candidate 
who would possibly harmonize the party 
in this State.

Quay had himself elected national 


chairman, turned in quickly, made a vig- 
orous campaign and elected Harrison, and 
has always been given tile credit for it.

"Gentlemen, I find .from the report of 


the inspectors that your candidate has the 
indorsement of more than 90 per cent of 
the community, but I also find that he 
and his friends have been promoting the 
interests of your town at the expense of 
the United States. I find that it has been 
a practice of your business men to pur- 
chase large amounts of stamps which are 
not used as payment for postage at your 
home office. Presumably they use these 
stamps as currency to pay their small out- 
of-town bills. Your candidate will not be 
reappointed. Indeed we are^considering 
the advisability of prosecuting him crimi- 
nally, as a party to this fraud." 


The 
delegation 
was thunderstruci. 


They had never imagined 
that an in-' 


nocent ruse to enhance the value of their 
town as a growing metropolis and inci- 
dentally to increase the postmaster's sal- 
ary by a little united effort was criminal, 
but the President intimated that ex- 
amples of this thrifty Western habit 
would be more Infrequent in the future.

Some of the surgical experts in London 


are reported as having compared the oper- 
ation on the King to the operation per- 
formed on President McKinley immedi- 
ately after he was shot. Both operations 
were, of course, intestinal operations, but 
the methods employed by the King's sur- 
geons differed from the methods employee 
by President McKlnley's Burgeons in one 
important, some authorities think vitally 
important, particular. 


In the case of the King, the operator 


completed his work by inserting two 
drains into the wound, paoxing it with 
antiseptic gauze and closing it temper 
arily. 
In the case of the late President, 


the ^Burgeons closed 
Lhe wound perma- 


nently, leaving no drainage at all. 
After 


any intestinal operation, where a septic 
condition is found, there is always a 
greater or less discharge of pus for severs 
days after the operation. 
Unless the 


wound is drained, the discharge must 
be made into the intestines. 


The King's wound was drained. Presi- 


dent McKinley's was not. 
In the Kiug'e 


case the drains will be removed when the 
septic discharge ceases, the gnaze will be 
removed and the wonnd be permitted to 
heal by cranulation. The President died. 
The King may live. The wound of the 
one was drained. The wound of the other 
was not. - What the Burgeons call drainage 
mar mean life to Edward of England. 
The lack of it may have been the cause ol 
a continent-wide mourning for the death 
of William McKinley.

CONTBAOTOK IBAIEK'S ABM BBOKKX AMD AN 


ITALIAN'S HEAD cur OPEN—A TIIOU.BT- 


•AILBOAri FIGHT. 


This morning at daybreak a riot oc-

not very long after the surrender, and the 
effects of the war were being felt in a 
marked degree and a good deal of hard 
feeling existed. 


I recall that George failed In hie first 


attempt, which was in order early on tbe 
programme, on account of forgetting bis 
lines; so he was excused for the time be- 
ing and permitted to have another chance 
to sing hi* song later in the evening; he 
finally braced up and got through all 
right. 


The old Ball Club held its meetings in 


the building recently converted into a 
Post Office: the playing grounds were on 
Washington street between Cedar and 
Pond. The catcher's position backed up 
against the fence of a live Irish woman, 
and every time the ball went in her back 
yard (which was frequently the case) 
"There was the dickens to pay and no 
pitch hot." 
In fact I well remember that 


she kept up an incessant clatter with 
her tongue and gyration with her arms 
from the time we commenced to play un- 
til we left the grounds. This was a daily 
occurrence. 


There was a little friction existing also 


on the way to the grounds. It was the 
habit of us boys to pass the ball from 
hand to hand on our way up Radcliffe 
street, and no one ever took exception to 
this practice until! we reached the corner 
of Radcliffe and Penn streets, where 
"Uncle" Joe Jenks resided, and he was 
always sitting at the front window. He 
was a very corpulent man and it was diffi- 
cult for him to stir about much, but he 
had a voice equal to hie size. Well, up 
would go that window and out would pop 
his fist, and the "roasting" he would give 
us every day could be heard for two 
blocks. 


None of the original first nine remain in 


Bristol, and most of them have gone to 
the Great Silence, an has also our old and 
respected friend Mr. Jenks. I recall the 
following players as embracing the nine: 
Horace Corey—J. Frank Rogers—John 
Clibbon Tabram—A. F. <fe H. D. Young— 
Linford Hutchineon. The pitchers ware 
Walter S. Spackman, who delivered a 
straight arm under-hand square pitched 
ball very swift, and I consider that he 
raiiked 
in 
the 
Iriek 
McBride (Old 


Athletics) 
class. We by the way were 


honored by a visit from the Athletics and 
they did us up in great shape. 


John D. Oallanan was another pitcher 


who classed high in those days. I have 
good cause to remember his strong arm, 
as upon one bright, sunny, cloudless 
morning I was amusing myeelf by throw- 
ing up a ball and catching it, on the river 
front where B. F. Gilkeson's house now 
stands. Well, along came Oallacan with 
an arm 
full of morning papers; he 


dropped the papers and threw the ball up 
until it looked no larger than a walnut; 
I was expected to catch it upon its de- 
scent. Well, it never touched my hands 
in its downward course, but lit fair and 
square upon the bridge of my nose. I 
would casually state that I made an early 
start before the regular breakfast hour for 
several mornings in my boat on fishing 
tripe, etc., and never returned until after 
the evening repast wag over; hence my 
dear mother did not have an opportunity 
to interview me until the inflamation had 
subsided, 


In these days there were no restrictions 


upon the number of balls to be delivered 
by the pitcher; the batsman asked for a 
knee-high, waist-high or shoulder-high 
ball and remained in position' until he ob- 
tained such, hut when such a ball as he 
called for was delivered, if he did not 
strike it he was charged with a strike. It 
was also a condition at that time that a 
foul ball caught on first bound retired the 
batsman. I occasionally officiated be- 
hind the bat, about eight or ten yards be- 
hind, as it was not healthy to stand close 
to the batsman in thoee days with such a 
delivery as Spackman sent iu, as there 
were no masks or chest protocters in- 
vented. When the batsman reached first 
base he was generally good for the second 
bag also. 


John Drew visited the town with the 


Ohippewas and afterward joined the Bris- 
tol Club, and played position as short 
stop. 


A very promising season for our Club, 


to which we had looked forward with 
pleasurable anticipations, was curtailed 
on account of the untimely death of Lin- 
ford HutchiuBon. 
The Club chartered 


a tug to visit Riverton to play that club; 
during the trip down the river a heavy 
thunder storm came upon us and the 
temperature dropped very decidedly. As 
it was extremely warm when we started, 
no coats were taken along and we all got 
pretty well chilled, and it was thought by 
many that Mr. Hutchinson's end was 
hastened by.tbu trip. He was very popu- 
lar and our sorrow was great; all engage- 
ments were cancelled for several weeks, 
and in fact}I think the Club was never so 
prosperous afterward. 


There were other members of the Club 


who took an active part in its games or 
its.management, and who are still factors 
I am happy to state in the business and 
professional arena; Harry Louderbough, 
Joseph Swain, Allen D. Gilneson and 
Leo Landreth; one of this quartette it 
was alleged was in love with a girl at that 
time, and hi* parents thinking him too 
immature to consider matrimony, sent 
him abroad to finish his education. So 
we lost the services of a very promising 
player. 


I have nevnr forgotten the visit made to 


Bristol by some of the exponents of the 
game who lived on the river bank at Bur- 
lington. They came 'over with a very ex- 
alted manner just to give us a few points 
on the game. There were not nine of 
them, it was not necessary for that many 
to come; it was too easy a proposition. 
Well, if yon could have seen the crestfal- 
len countenances of those fellows when 
they returned it would have made you 
sad. Th.ey did not make a run off Spack- 
maVs pitching. If I recall aright they did 
not make a hit. 


There was another Club in Bristol; 


what it was organized for I cannot say, 
unless it was to take the conceit out of 
the Bristol aristocrats. 
The club was 


named for Walter Livingston, who lived 
on Otter street, and who contributed 
freely to its support; hence it was called 
"The Livingston Base Ball Club;" Their 
membership embraced the following that 
I can recall: Ed. and Poll Parry, Budd 
Doble, Hazel 
Hibba, Nelson 
Green, 


Jonathan Wright, Henry Bibbs,. A. R. 
Percy; and I am under the impression that 
W. H. H. and James Fine's Credentials 
would not require close inspection. 


Anyhow, the Livingston Club's ren- 


dezvous was Fine's Hotel on Bath street, 
where victories were celebrated and de- 
feats drowned. Those were happy days!

Buying and selling cigar stubs Is 


large and lucrative business In the 
tity of Naples, and many persons are 
engaged in it. 
Some of them have 


little stalls or shops near the docks, 
the arsenals and the manufacturing 
establishments where worldngmcn are 
in the habit of passing to and from 
their tasks. Others, with less capital, 
have little stands at street corners, a 
board laid across a saw horse, upon 
which tirelr stock In trade Is displayed, 
while the petty dealers In this line of 
buslaesa exhibit their stock in little 
piles upon the sidewalk, sometimes 
not even a newspaper being under 
them. 


The supply comes from the cafes, 


restaurants, hotels and other public 
places. Men and women pick over the 
garbage heaps and the dust boxes, and 
boys run up and down the pavements 
in front of the hotels early every morn 
Ing looking for "snipes " Some of the 
restaurant and cafe keepers sell the 
privilege of picking up the cigar 
stumps In their places to dealers, and 
the proceeds iiraennt to a considerable 
sum during the year 
In other places 


It is one of the perquisites of the head 
waiter. 


Some of the stubs are taken to fac- 


tories, where they ore cflt up and man- 
ufactured Into cigarettes and smoking 
tobacco, but the greater part of them 
are sold to the low?r classes of work- 
ingmen, sailors and dock wallopers, 
who smoke them In their pipes. At 
the entrance of the navy yard, which 
is upon one of the most frequented 
streets in Naples and In a very con- 
spicuous place, half a dozen of these 
secondhand cigar dealers can be found 
when the men are coming out of the 
gates at the close of their day's work. 
The employees are not allowed to 
smoke inside, and their wages do not 
permit them to indulge in the luxury 
of cigars or even smoking tobacco at 
first hand, so, for a centisslmo, which 
is the smallest coin imaginable— one- 
fifth of 1 cent— they buy a cigar stub, 
crumble it up in their bands and cram 
it into'thelr pipes —Chicago Herald.
